made it essential that It 
should be M. Bidault to 
represent France, thus 
eliminating any possibility 
of dissension among the 
Western delegates on essen- 
tinls, By its action yester- 
day the French National 
Assembly has shown that, 
deapite its bitter partisan- 
ship on many occasions, it 
is still capable of placing 
national Interests first when 
the necessity arises. The 
vote of confidence was more 
than an endoracment of M. 
Luniel’a policies; St repre- 
sented n gesture of national 
solidarity on an issue of 
profound international im- 
portance, and at the same 
time it bolstered the 
nation's self-respect. 


HIS has been a week of 

personal triumph for M. 
Laniel, for in addition to 
obtaining = his — confidence 
vote, he also has had the 
antiafaction of seeing the 
French Budget approved. 
The future of his Govern- 
mont, however, is atill sub- 
ject to a considerable num- 
ber of factors. If any real 
mensure of success fs 
nchieved at the Berlin cun- 
ference, and if he can bring 
about an honourable armis- 
tice in Indo-China, he could 
expect to be swept back into 
power at the next elections, 
more particularly as he 
sould assuredly win the firm 
support of - the present 
wavering Moderates. His

The Workers’ Lot 
Under the Reds_ 
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By JULIUS GOULD 


Lecturer on Sociology at the London School of Economics 


OW do the workers 
fare under Com- 
munism? This is a 


vital question, for it is upon 
their devotion to “working 
class interests’’ that Com- 
munists everywhere place 
80 much stress. 

When they are in op- 
position, the Communists 
aim their propaganda at the 
underdog and the  under- 
privileged, at all those who, 
in industrial society, feel 
lonely and disinherited. 


.They exploit every social’ 


tension and injustice in 
their search for support 
among the masses, And by 
way of contrast, they paint 
a glowing picture of the 
prestige and authority en- 
joyed by the worker in Com- 
munist countries. 

A ssnerlor sacial system, they 
argue, has beca discovered and 
Is in seund werk.ng order—a 
sysiem in which = the working 
cluss rcigns rupreme. Com- 
munists and thelr friends who 
visit Eastern Europe bring back 
carefully chosen evidence to 
support this case. 

How, in fact, does the worker 
get along in this new social 
order? Is he really at last 
emancipated from social in- 
justice? Much evidence is 
available for a sensible and 
honest answer to these questions. 
For In recert months tbe lid 
has been blown cff the Com- 
munist economies of Eastern 
Europe. The satellite Icaders 
have been faced with the threat 
of economic breakdown, and in 
eleventh-hour attempts to restore 
the situation they have revealed 
more than they intended about 
the system they have bullt up. 


* 


Basing ourselves solely on 
recent statements by these 
leaders, let us examine one 
aspect of the position of the 
working class in Eastern Europe 
—an aspect of great significance. 
What protection bas the worker 
vis a vis his employers? . 

In country after country In 
the West there exist strong and 
independent trades union or- 
anigations, often _ politically 
neutral, charged with the task 
‘of defending the interests of the 
worker against both private and 
public employers. Genuine trade 
unions ara not part of the 


political opparatus of 
countries; they Jealously preserve 
the right to negotiate with 
employers round the table, and 
if they cannot reach agriement 
over wages and condittons of 
work, they reserve the right to 
withdraw the jlabour of their 
members, 

In Communist 
unions exist in name and in 
form only. In effect they are 
executive agencies of the Com- 
munist Porty. It is the Party, 
not the. trade union, which de- 
cides what the real interests of 
the worker are. Thus, by a 
kind of magle, any conflict of 
“real” Interest between worker 
and employer {is banished. 


* 


This Is legical enough, for 
Communist theory insists that 
the Party, through its study of 
Marxism-Leninism, knows with 
absolute clarity what the “real” 
interests of the population hap- 
pen to be. Where these 
interests are ‘known” In -this 
way, there can be Ilttle point In 
any body other than the Com- 
r unist Party offering Its opinion, 
The Party In its wisdom makes 
known what the Interests of the 
worker require; it then tells the 
trade umion to direct the workers 
accordingly. If. anyone doubts 
that this Is so, the labour laws 
of Easiem Europe make It 
abundantly plain; ond the labour 
practice of those countries make 
{t even plainer, 

A few examples will show 
what I mean. In Eastern Ger- 
mony in June 1953, tHe harsh 
Party decrees on wages and 
labour norms ied to an explosion 
throughout the country, the 
rumblings of which have not 
yet died away. If this ex- 
plosion did reveal a conflict be- 
tween worker and employer, a 
gap between the workers’ “real!” 
interests ond the wishes of the 
Sovict-controlled State party, 
words have lost their meaning. 

The East German Govern- 
ment’s statements which followed: 
the explosian . ‘were extremely. 
revealing about the nature of 
trade union practice, The Com- 
maunist loader Ulbricht In July 
explained that~'the hated pro- 
posals, now’ withdrawn ‘or 
modified, had not been worked 
out with the assistance ef the 
trade, unlon .movement, - The 
responsible Ministries, he sald, 
had ignored the unions in detor- 
mining the decrees. ‘“Ingtend 
of Ustening to the recommendo- 
tlons- of- the- trade--unlons, 


. ( 
countries the 
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issued. 
orders to them,” 

Again, the authors of what ts 
described as a “Fundamental 
Document on the Party's New 
Course In Eastern Germany,” say ' 
‘his of previous trade union 
practice: “Party officials fre- 
quently led the untfon by its 
apron-strings and violated in- 
ternal trade unton democracy by 
interference in unton ad- 
ministration.” They added: “This 
must never happen again." 
Henceforth “sledge- 
hammer methods” should be 
avolded, ‘ 

Of course Western Com- 
munists never . notice . such 
“sledgehammer methods" during 
their conducted tours; they never 
raise such “violations cf trade 
unlon democracy” at the meet- 
ings of the Communist-dominated 
World § Foderation of Trade 
Unions (WFTU). 

The “sledgehammer,” however, 
has been used delberately not 
only in Eastern Germany but 
throughout satellite Europe, It 
is very dificult to see how this 
could have been avolded, even 
though the authorities in 
Eastern Europe seem now 
publicly aware of Its dangers. 
For everywhere the Communists 
have shown anxiety about what 
they call “social demo¢racy." 


The sledgehammer methods of 
which some German leaders are 
now complaining were no 
nocident; they were devised to 
bioak the working class from 
the old practlecs cf social de-' 
mocracy, The Czechoslovak 
trade union Jeader, Daubner, 
put it once very clearly: “Soclal 
democracy induced workers to 
favour narrow | and particular 
local interests, placing them 
.above the known  interdsts of 
the working class, and deficct- 
ing thelr attention from, general 
questions of the building up of 
Socialism, from defending: the 
known interests “and ‘needs of 
the whole working class,” 
‘Everywhere ‘the Communist 
parties hod instructed the trade. 
union -movements they -, con- 
trolled to put their backs into 
the job of ralsing production in 
accordance with the State plans. 
These plana. created strains, 
which brought the whole system ' 
to the verge ‘of breakdown, yet, 
throughout this period of ‘faulty 
planning, the trade unions could 
neither argue nor criticise 
let alone . strike | against the 
conditions’ under = which ‘thelr .

who set five new world indoor and outdoor track records. 


One of these records, 


2.20.8 for 1,000 Metres act on August 16, was bettered on September 17 by Audun 
Boysen of Norway, who did 2.20.4,. But Mal’s other records seem sure to. get 
formal approval—66.6 seconds for 600 Yards indoors, 1:09.6 for 600 Yards indoors, 
1:02.6 for 600 Metres indoors, and 1:48.6 for an outdoor Half Mile. 


Fortune Gordlen set a new 
world Discus record of 194 
fect 6 inches on August 22, 
ending a year of new world 
records in this event, Sim Incsa 
did better than 189 feet twice 
in practice, and Gordien pre 
viously had done 190:fect 7% 
inches, 191 feet 6 inches, and 
180 foet even, The old world 
record was Gordlen's 186 fect 
11 inches, :

We tend to think of “playing 
to par’ as an American concep- 
tlon. The annual tfhows that 
par was imported from Britain, 
with bogey—which the Ameri-~ 
cans use as a term of contempt 
for onc-over-par — used even 
here to denote a less exacting 
standard, -At Berkhamsted, for 
Instance, which still has a de-

Now Come From 
The Norwegian Pine 


Oslo, Jah. 6. 


Silk, drinkable alcohol, B vitamits, ink, ex- 
plosives and vanilla flavouring are some of the 
varied and unlikely things now being produced 


from Norwegian forests. 


The highly developed wood processing in- 
dustry in this country is rapidly moving over 
from mere paper, pulp and wall-board manufac- 


ture to the production 


and processing of new 


chemicals, for which the plentiful Norwegian pine 

and spruce trees are the main raw materials. 
With one quarter of the country covered by pro- 

ductive forecasts, it is not surprising that the forestry in- 


dustry has long been one 
Norway's economy. 


A full ten centuries ago, dur- 
Ing and even before the Viking 
period, Norway was already ex- 
porting timber and wood pro- 
ducts to countries overseas. 

But through the centuries the 
best care has not always been 
taken of the great natural re- 
sources comprised in the rich 
Norwegian forests. Early agri- 
culturists burnt down the trees 
to cultivate crops in the ashes, 

At o later date, when the dis- 
covery of various ores in the 
mountains led to a flourishing 
ore-mining industry, hundreds 
of neres of birch and pine forests 
were felled for charcoal burn- 
Ing. Then, areas which for 
centurles had been sheltered by 
thick forests were laid bure, 
and the trees would not grow 
again. 


STARTED IN 1847 

So, today, with so many de- 
mands being made on them, 
Norwegian forests can scarcely 
meet the requirements of the 
highly déveloped modern in- 
dustry which has grown up 
aince the first Norwegian cellu- 
lose, or chemically-prepared 
wood pulp, factory. wos bullt 
near Sarpsborg in 1847. 

Today. there are 42 mechani- 
cat wood pulp factories In Nor- 
way, 20 chemical wood pulp 
factories, and 49 for manufac 
turing paper, cardboard, carton

Imports 


Policy Reviewed | 


Washington, Jan. 6. ° 


The Independent Petroleum Association of 
America announced today that it had submitted 
to the Commission on Economic Policy, (the 
Randall Commission) a report asking a review of 


United States oil import 


policies. 


It stressed the growth of production and 
refining capacity outside the United States in 


excess of consumption in those areas. 


There is 


a growing surplus of oil outside the United States, 
resulting primarily from the rapid development 
of oil resources in the Middle East. 


The report noted that these 
vreas of the Middle East arc 
relatively close to the Russian 
border. “In the Interest of 
security there should be o dis- 
tinction, in forcign trade 
policies, between trade In basic 
materials essential to defence, 
as contrasted with normal trade 
in commodities producible and 
reproducible in factortes and 
fields,” sald the report. ‘In the 
case of strategic materials such 
as petroleum United States 
foreign trade policies reguire 
separate and specific considera- 
tion, 

“In the formulation of United 
States foreign trade policy, it is 
recommended that consideration 
should be given to the fact 
that the fundamental principle 
and paramount objective of nu- 
tional petroleum policies should 
be the malntenunce of a healthy 
domestic industry capable of 
supplying requirements at all 
times with a reserve capacity 
adequate In the event of 
emergency.” 

Unlike Irhports of most other 
commoditics, the petroleum im- 
port trade Is carried’ on pri- 
marlly by American companies. 
As a result, part of the import 
dollar gocg into formal foreign 
exchange @hile ancther part ts 
returned to private American 
concerns. 


BIGGER PRODUCTION 


The ‘ Independent Petroleum 
Association said that world pro- 
duction ‘of: petroleum . liquids 
(excluding Soviet Russia and Its 
satellites) avernged’ almost 12,- 
000,000 barrels dally jn’ 1952, an 
increase since 1946. 

Five countries — ‘the United 
States, Venezucla, Iraq, Saudi- 
Arabia and Kuwalt — accounted 
for 90 per cent of the total 1952 
oll production, Middle Enst 
countries, which supplied © only 
6.7 per cént of‘total world crude 


barrels daily In 1953, 

Prior to 1947 
petroleum imports ‘ from the 
Exstern Hemlsphere, but In the 
first nine months af 1952 such 
Imports average 266,000 bar- 


rels dally. 
FUEL OIL 

Concerning fuel oil imports, 
which come chiefly from Vene- 
zucja and the Caribbean, the 
Association report said: “Re- 
sidual fuel oll imports have an 
established place in the East 
Coast fue! ofl market. These 
imports, however, have supplied 
a sharply increased portion of 
this market since 1948 (from 
26 per cent to 40 per cent).
